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States accused of fudging or bungling COVID-19 testing data

PROVIDENCE, R.l. (AP) — As large parts af the U.S. ease 
their lockdawns against the coronavirus, public health of- 
ficials in some stotes ore being occused of bungling in- 
fection stotistics or even deliberotely using o little sleight 
of hand to make things look better than they are. 

The result is that politicians, business owners and ordinary 
Americans who are making decisions about reopenings 
and other day-to-day matters risk being left with the im- 
pression that the virus is under more control than it actu- 
ally is. 

In Virginia, Texas and Vermont, for example, officiols said 
they have been combining the results of viral tests, which 
show an active infection, with ontibody tests, which show 
a post infection. Public health experts soy that con moke 
for impressive-looking testing totals but does not give a 
true picture of how the virus is spreading. 

In Florida, the data scientist who developed the state's 
coronavirus dashboard, Rebekah Jones, said this week 
that she was fired for refusing to manipulate data “to 
drum up support for the plan to reopen."

The drug is 
unproven against the virus, 
and the president's move 
spurred fears that many 
Americans might start using 
the medication, which car- 
ries potentially fatal side 
effects. White House press 
secretary Kayleigh McEna- 
ny emphasized that “any 
use of hydroxychloroquine 
has to be in consultation 
with your doctor.” 

More than 4.8 million peop-

Fed's Powell says new lending 
programs to launch by June 1

WASHINGTON (AP) — Fed- 
eral Reserve Chair Jerome 
Powell said Tuesday that 
the Fed's lending pro- 
grams for medium-sized 
businesses and state and 
local governments would 
begin operating by the 
end of this month. 

Powell said that while the 
Fed has received a "good 
deal of interest" in those 


programs, if not enough 
companies or state and 
local governments seek 
to borrow the Fed would 
consider changes to 
them. That could include 
expanding their eligibility. 
The chairman's comments 
came before the Senate 
Banking, Housing and Ur- 
ban Affairs Committee, 
which held an oversight 
hearing on the $2 trillion 
federal relief package ap- 
proved in late March. 


Treasury Secretary Ste- 
ven Mnuchin, who also 
testified, came under 
sharp questioning from 
Sen. Elizabeth Warren, D- 
Mass., who charged that 
he wasn't doing enough 
to force companies that 
receive aid from the joint 
Fed-Treasury program to 
keep workers on their pay- 
rolls.

NEW YORK (AP) — Nine 
sex abuse lawsuits were 
filed Tuesday in New York 
against three Boy Scout 
local councils, signaling 
an escalation of efforts to 
pressure councils nation- 
wide to pay a big share 
of an eventual settlement 
in the Scouts’ bankruptcy 
proceedings. 

The lawsuits were filed 
shortly after an easing of 
coronavirus lockdown 
rules enabled courts in 
some parts of New York 
to resume the handling of 
civil cases. 

One of the lawyers coordi- 
nating the filing, Mike Pfau, 
said his Seattle-based firm 
expects to file scores more 
lawsuits in other parts of 
New York, as well as in New 
Jersey and California, af- 
ter full reopening of courts 
there. Two other firms, Or- 
egon-based Crew Jonci 
LLP and Chicago-based 
Hurley McKenna & Mertz, 
said they had similar plans, 
indicating there could be 
hundreds of such lawsuits 
altogether. 

At least through June 8, 
an injunction issued by the 
bankruptcy judge, Laurie 
Selber Silverstein, blocks 
the lawyers from proceed- 
ing with lawsuits against 
the local councils. But sev- 
eral lawyers soid they will 
press for the injunction to 
be lifted unless the coun- 
cils’ financial information 
is fully disclosed and they 


agree to contribute signifi- 
contly to a proposed vic- 
tim compensation fund. 
"The local councils are re- 
quired to make a subston- 
tial contribution," said Ste- 
phen Crew, of Crew Janci. 
"If they don’t, the plan 
won’t be approved." 

The Boy Scouts of America 
filed for Chapter 11 bank- 
ruptcy protection in Febru- 
ary in hopes of surviving a 
barrage of lawsuits, many 
of them made possible by 
recent changes in state 
laws to allow people to 
sue over long-ago sexual 
abuse.Proceedings are 
underway at federal bank- 
ruptcy court in Delaware 
aimed at creating a com- 
pensation fund for thou- 
sands of men molested as 
youngsters decades ago 
by scoutmasters or other 
leaders. 

In its bankruptcy filing, 
the BSA said the 261 lo- 
cal councils, which have 


extensive property hold- 
ings and other assets, are 
separate legal entities and 
should not be included as 
debtors in the case. 

The councils are repre- 
sented by an ad hoc com- 
mittee in the proceedings, 
and negotiations are in 
progress over disclosure of 
their assets and records as 
a step toward determining 
their contributions to the 
compensation fund. 

Pfau said he was skeptical 
the councils would agree 
to contributions large 
enough to forestall lawsuits 
against them. 

The lawsuits filed Tues- 
day involve allegations 
of abuse from men who 
were Scouts decades ago 
in local councils in upstate 
New York that have subse- 
quently merged into the 
Leatherstocking Council, 
the Baden-Powell Coun- 
cil and the Seneca Wa- 
terways Council. Leaders 


of those three councils 
declined to comment on 
the new lawsuits. Two of 
them referred inquiries to 
BSA headquarters, which 
issued a statement reiter- 
ating its goal of fairly com- 
pensating abuse survivors 
while preserving the Boy 
Scouts’ mission. 

"We are working with and 
actively encouraging the 
ad hoc committee, coun- 
cils, and attorneys repre- 
senting survivors of abuse 
to find a solution that will 
appropriately fund a trust, 
while also ensuring the 
future of Scouting," the 
statement said. LawyerTim 
Kosnoff, whose Abused in 
Scouting legal team says 
it’s representing 3,200 cli- 
ents in the bankruptcy 
case, estimated that the 
local councils possess 
roughly 80% of total Boy 
Scouts assets, compared 
with about 20% for the Tex- 
as-based national office. 
Kosnoff said he worries 
some local councils might 
try to transfer assets in a 
way that would put them 
out of reach of bankruptcy 
proceedings; he wants Sil- 
verstein to prohibit that. 

It’s not yet known how 
many claimants there 
will be in the bankruptcy 
case. Some lawyers say 
the number could ap- 
proach 10,000 by Nov. 16, 
the deadline that was set 
Monday for abuse victims 
to file claims. More than 
12,000 boys have been 
molested by 7,800 abusers 


since the 1920s, according 
to Boy Scout files revealed 
in court papers. Most of the 
more recent cases date 
to the 1960s, ’70s and ’80s, 
before the Boy Scouts ad- 
opted mandatory criminal 
background checks and 
abuse prevention training 
and protocols for all staff 
and volunteers. 
Christopher Hurley, man- 
aging partner of Hurley 
McKenna & Mertz, said 
there were divisions within 
the ranks of the local coun- 
cils, with some amenable 
to ensuring full disclosure 
of assets and records, and 
others balking at doing so. 
The BSA national organiza- 
tion had access to the key 
data and the authority to 
make it available to plain- 
tiffs’ attorneys, he said. 

"The local councils can 
choose how they want to 
participate," he said. "They 
can do it in state court, 
or they can do it with the 
bankruptcy process. As far 
as we’re concerned, the 
time for delay is over." 

New York, New Jersey and 
California were the most 
populous states acting last 
year to modify statute-of- 
limitations law so people, 
for a limited period of time, 
could sue over long-ago 
sex abuse. Jason Amala, a 
law partner of Mike Pfau’s, 
said they felt an obliga- 
tian taward some of their 
clients to sue in New York 
before the state’s window 
closed, possibly in mid- 
August.Q 


Canada, U.S. extend border closure to non-essential travel

TORONTO (AP) — Canada 
and the US have agreed 
to extend their agreement 
to keep border closed to 
non-essential travel to June 
21 during the coronavirus 
pandemic. 

Canadian Prime Minister 
Justin Trudeau said Tuesday 
the border is a source of 
vulnerability, so the agree- 
ment will be extended by 
another 30 days. The re- 
strictions were announced 
on March 18 and were ex- 
tended in April. 

Trudeau said Canada’s 
provincial leaders clearly 


wanted to continue the 
measures. 

"This will keep people in 
both of our countries safe." 
Trudeau said. 

U.S. President Donald Trump 
also confirmed the exten- 
sion, but looked forward 
to its eventual end, saying, 
"everything we want to get 
back to normal." 

But many Canadians fear 
a reopening. The U.S. has 
more confirmed cases and 
deaths from COVID-19 than 
any country in the world, 
though its per capita num- 
bers are well below many 
other nations. 

Essential cross-border work- 


ers like healthcare profes- 
sionals, airline crews and 
truck drivers are still permit- 
ted to cross. Truck drivers 
are critical as they move 
food and medical goods 
in both directions. Much 
of Canada’s food supply 
comes from or via the U.S. 
Americans who are return- 
ing to America and Cana- 
dians who are returning to 
Canada are also exempt- 
ed from the border closure. 
Canada sends 75% of its ex- 
ports to the U.S. and about 
18% of American exports go 
to Canada. The U.S.-Cana- 
da border is world’s longest 
between two nations. □ 
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'This is war': Virus charges beyond Latin American hot spots

QUITO, Ecuador (AP) — Be- 

yond the hot spots ot Brozil 
ond Mexico, the coronovi- 
rus is threotening to over- 
whelm Lotin American cit- 
ies lorge ond smoll in on 
alorming sign thot the pon- 
demic may be only at the 
start of its destructive march 
through the region. More 
than 90% of intensive care 
beds were full last week in 
Chile’s capital, Santiago, 
whose main cemetery dug 
1,000 emergency graves 
to prepare for a wave of 
deaths. 

In Lima, Peru, patients took 
up 80% of intensive care 
beds as of Friday. Peru has 
the world’s 12th-highest 
number of confirmed cas- 
es, with more than 90,000. 
"We’re in bad shape," said 
Pilar Mazzetti, head of the 
Peruvian government’s 
COVID-19 task force. "This is 
war." 

In some cities, doctors say 
patients are dying because 
of a lack of ventilators or 
because they couldn’t get 
to a hospital fast enough. 
With intensive care units 
swamped, officials plan to 
move patients from capi- 
tals like Lima and Santiago 
to hospitals in smaller cities 
that aren’t as busy — run- 
ning the risk of spreading 
the disease further. 

Latin American countries 


halted international flights 
and rolled out social dis- 
tancing guidelines around 
the same time as the U.S. 
and Europe, delaying the 
arrival of large-scale infec- 
tion, said Dr. Marcos Espi- 
nal, director of communi- 
cable diseases at the Pan 
American Health Organiza- 
tion. 

"Latin America was the last 
wave," said Espinal, who 
previously worked at the 
World Health Organization. 
He warned that authori- 
ties need to maintain anti- 
virus restrictions even as the 
U.S. and Europe reopen. 
Some of the hardest-hit 
cities, like Lima and San- 
tiago, imposed strict, early 
lockdowns. But officials 


have struggled to enforce 
them, whether among the 
wealthy who are used to 
flouting regulations or low- 
er-income people who de- 
pend on day labor or sell- 
ing things on the street to 
feed their families. 

Latin America is the world’s 
most unequal region, a 
reality that Espinal said 
made it difficult to balance 
health and economic 
growth, with millions facing 
increased poverty during 
quarantines, curfews and 
shutdowns. 

A month after swamping 
the Ecuadorian coastal 
city of Guayaquil in one 
of the first serious blows to 
Latin America, COVID-19 is 
sickening thousands in the 


capital of Quito, where 80% 
of intensive care beds were 
occupied as of Friday. 

"In terms of intensive care, 
we’re stripped bare," city 
health secretary Lenin 
Mantilla said. 

Quito has more than 2,400 
confirmed infections, and 
Health Minister Juan Carlos 
Zevallos said he expected 
the peak to come toward 
the end of June. He as- 
sured citizens that the city 
was prepared and would 
avoid the fate of Guaya- 
quil, where hundreds died 
at home, left in living rooms 
for days before overworked 
coroners could retrieve the 
bodies. Those who perished 
in hospitals in coastal cities 
were put in chilled shipping 


containers that served as 
makeshift morgues. 

The number of deaths in 
Quito jumped alarmingly 
over the weekend, from 
114 to 209, and doctors 
said they dreaded the 
coming days. 

"1 have a 26-year-old wom- 
an next to me who walked 
in. Three hours later, she’s 
suffocating because we 
don’t have a respirator 
available," said an intensive 
care doctor, who spoke on 
condition of anonymity be- 
cause he was not allowed 
to speak to the media. "1 
think we’re getting to the 
point that you saw in Eu- 
rope, where people died 
for lack of respirators." 
Ecuador has banned most 
private car trips and im- 
posed a 2 p.m. to 5 a.m. 
daily quarantine, but thou- 
sands of people can be 
seen buying from street 
vendors across the capital. 
The worst-hit country in Lat- 
in America remains Brazil, 
which is third in the world 
for reported infections — at 
more than 250,000 — even 
with limited testing. More 
than 85 percent of inten- 
sive care beds are full in Rio 
de Janeiro and Sao Paulo. 
Now, other countries are 
surging. Chile has imposed 
new restrictions in Santiago 
after cases doubled over 
the past week, to more 
than 34,000 in the country 
of 18 million people.Q 


U.N. chief recommends scaled-back UN meeting of world leaders

UNITED NATIONS (AP) — 

Secretary-General Antonio 
Guterres is recommending 
that the annual gather- 
ing of world leaders in late 
September, which was sup- 
posed to celebrate the 
75th anniversary of the Unit- 
ed Nations, be dramatical- 
ly scaled back because of 
the COVID-19 pandemic. 
Guterres suggested in a 
letter to the president of 
the General Assembly that 
heads of state and govern- 
ment deliver prerecorded 
messages instead, with only 
one New York-based diplo- 
mat from each of the 193 
U.N. member nations pres- 
ent in the General Assem- 


bly Hall. Assembly President 
Tijjani Muhammad-Bande 
has said a decision on the 
annual gathering will be 
made after consultations 
with U.N. member states. 
The meeting of world lead- 
ers usually brings thousands 
of government officials, 
diplomats and civil society 
representatives to New York 
for over a week of speech- 
es, dinners, receptions, 
one-on-one meetings and 
hundreds of side events. 
This year was expected to 
bring an especially large 
number of leaders to U.N. 
headquarters to celebrate 
the founding of the United 
Nations in 1945 on the ash- 
es of World War 11. But New 
York has been an epicen- 


ter of the coronavirus pan- 
demic with over 190,000 
cases and nearly 16,000 
confirmed deaths. Guterres 
said in the letter, first report- 
ed by the Press Trust of In- 
dia and obtained Tuesday 
by The Associated Press, 
that although September 
is some months away "the 
medical community antici- 
pates that the pandemic 
will continue to cycle with 
varying degrees of sever- 
ity, depending on the abil- 
ity of the affected nation 
to implement aggressive 
identification, testing, trac- 
ing and containment mea- 
sures." While the General 
Assembly could consider 
postponing the high-level 
meeting to a date in 2021,

SRINAGAR, India (AP) — A 

rebel commander and his 
aide were killed in a gun- 
battle with government 
torces in Kashmir's main city 
on Tuesday, officials said, 
triggering anti-lndia pro- 
tests and clashes in the dis- 
puted region. 

Scores of counterinsurgen- 
cy police and paramilitary 
soldiers cordoned off a 
congested neighborhood 
in Srinagar's old quarters 
on a tip that some militants 
were hiding there, said 
Pankaj Singh, a paramilitary 
spokesman. An exchange 
of gunfire began as troops 
scoured the area looking 
for militants, he said. 

The gunbattle, the first in 
the city in two years, lasted 
about 12 hours and ended 
with the killing of Junaid 
Ashraf Sehrai, a militant 
commander with Kash- 
mir's largest rebel group, 
Hizbul Mujahideen, and his 
aide. Junaid, son of senior 
separatist political leader 
Mohammed Ashraf Sehrai, 
joined the rebel ranks in 
early 2018 after graduating 
in business management 
from the region's main uni- 
versity. Three soldiers and a 
police official were injured 
in the fighting, police said. 
Over a dozen houses were 
damaged, some com- 
pletely destroyed, during 


the fighting as explosions 
and gunshots rattled the 
city during a tight corona- 
virus lockdown. 

Residents accused troops 
of setting the houses on 
fire and looting jewelry and 
cash from some homes. 
Singh said these were 
"baseless allegations to 
malign troops." 

"It was a clean operation 
with no collateral dam- 
age," he said. 

Security officials said Ju- 
naid's killing was a major 
success against militants in 
Kashmir, which is divided 


between India and Paki- 
stan but claimed by both in 
its entirety. 

As the gunbattle raged, 
authorities cut off most mo- 
bile internet and voice call 
services in Srinagar, a com- 
mon Indian tactic when 
fighting erupts in the region. 
As news of the killings 
spread, scores of young 
men chanting anti-lndia 
and pro-rebel slogans de- 
fied the lockdown and 
hurled stones at govern- 
ment forces, who fired tear 
smoke and shotgun pellets 
to disperse them. No casu- 


alties were immediately re- 
ported. Authorities did not 
hand over the bodies of 
the two slain rebels to their 
families under a new gov- 
ernment policy designed to 
thwart large-scale funerals 
that have become a rally- 
ing point for anti-lndia pro- 
tests. Instead, police bur- 
ied the bodies in a remote 
mountainous graveyard. 
India has stepped up its 
counterinsurgency opera- 
tions across Kashmir in re- 
cent months during the 
coronavirus lockdown. Mili- 
tants have also continued 


their attacks on govern- 
ment forces and alleged 
informants. More than two 
dozen militants and about 
a dozen Indian troops were 
killed in April, the most in 
any month since August 
2019, when India revoked 
the region's semi-autono- 
mous status and statehood 
and imposed direct federal 
rule. Indian troops killed the 
region's top commander 
and his close aide in south- 
ern Kashmir valley several 
weeks ago. On Sunday, a 
militant and a soldier were 
killed in a shootout in the re- 
mote Doda area. 

There also has been almost 
daily fighting over the last 
several months along the 
rugged and mountainous 
frontier that divides Kashmir 
between India and Paki- 
stan. Rebels have been 
fighting Indian rule since 
1989. Most Kashmiris sup- 
port the rebel goal of unit- 
ing the territory, either un- 
der Pakistani rule or as an 
independent country. 

India accuses Pakistan of 
arming and training the 
anti-lndia rebels. Pakistan 
denies this, saying it offers 
only moral and diplomatic 
support to the militants and 
to Kashmiris who oppose In- 
dian rule. 

About 70,000 people have 
been killed in the uprising 
and the ensuing Indian mili- 
tary crackdown.Q

At least 24 people have 
died in the flash floods that 
hit Beledweyne and Jow- 
har, two agricultural cen- 
ters in Somalia's central 
area, according to United 
Nations Office for the Co- 
ordination of Humanitar- 
ian Affairs. The area is still 
recovering from floods last 
year that displaced more 
than 500,000 people, 

Belet Weyne in Hiraan re- 
gion is the most affected 
district after the Shabelle 
River burst its banks on 
May 12, inundating 85% 
of Belet Weyne town and 
25 villages by the river, the 
U.N. said. 

The risk of disease out- 
breaks is high in the city 
of Beledweyne as heavy 


rains continue to pound 
Somalia and the highlands 
of neighboring Ethiopia. 
Residents in Beledw- 
eyne, a city of more than 
400,000, said they are 
wading through flooded 
streets to escape waters 
that are still rising from the 
Shabelle River. 

They said they are wor- 
ried about further flooding 
in the city, the epicenter 
of last year's devastating 
flood, the worst in the re- 
cent history. 

"The flooding here has af- 
fected the entire city. ... 
People are very worried 
about their safety," said 
Hassan Elmi, a resident of 
Beledweyne. 

"The government forces 
are helping some people. 


but those who are too 
weak or old are need more 
help because they cannot 
wade through these flood- 
ed streets because the 
water is moving too fast." 
The flooding also threat- 
ens to cut off the main 
road connecting Beledw- 
eyne to the airport which 
could disrupt deliveries of 
emergency humanitarian 
supplies to the town, ac- 
cording to the U.N. 

Nearly 40% of the people 
in Jowhar, a smaller center 
of about 20,000 residents, 
have been displaced from 
their homes, according to 
the Somali government's 
Ministry of Humanitarian 
Affairs and Disaster Man- 
agement in Hirshabelle 
state.Q

Study: World carbon pollution falls 17% during pandemlc peak

KENSINGTON, Maryland 
(AP) — The world cut its dai- 
ly carbon dioxide emissions 
by 17% at the peak of the 
pandemic shutdown last 
month, a new study found. 
But with life and heat- 
trapping gas levels inch- 
ing back toward normal, 
the brief pollution break 
will likely be "a drop in the 
ocean" when it comes to 
climate change, scientists 
said. In their study of carbon 
dioxide emissions during 
the coronavirus pandemic, 
an international team of 
scientists calculated that 
pollution levels are head- 
ing back up — and for the 
year will end up between 
4% and 7% lower than 2019 
levels. That’s still the big- 
gest annual drop in carbon 
emissions since World War 
II. It'll be 7% if the strictest 
lockdown rules remain all 
year long across much of 
the globe, 4% if they are 
lifted soon. For a week in 
April, the United States cut 
its carbon dioxide levels 
by about one-third. China, 
the world's biggest emit- 
ter of heat-trapping gases, 
sliced its carbon pollution 
by nearly a quarter in Feb- 
ruary, according to a study 
Tuesday in the journal Na- 
ture Climate Change. India 
and Europe cut emissions 
by 26% and 27% respective- 
ly. The biggest global drop 
was from April 4 through 9

when the world was spew- 
ing 18.7 million tons (17 mil- 
lion metric tons) of carbon 
pollution a day less than it 
was doing on New Year's 
Day. Such low global emis- 
sion levels haven't been 
recorded since 2006. But if 
the world returns to its slow- 
ly increasing pollution levels 
next year, the temporary 
reduction amounts to "a 
drop in the ocean," said 
study lead author Corinne 
LeQuere, a climate scien- 
tist at the University of East 
Anglia. "It’s like you have a 
bath filled with water and 
you're turning off the tap 
for 10 seconds," she said. 


By April 30, the world car- 
bon pollution levels had 
grown by 3.3 million tons (3 
million metric tons) a day 
from its low point earlier in 
the month. Carbon dioxide 
stays in the air for about a 
century. Outside experts 
praised the study as the 
most comprehensive yet, 
saying it shows how much 
effort is needed to prevent 
dangerous levels of further 
global warming. "That un- 
derscores a simple truth: 
Individual behavior alone 
... won't get us there," Penn- 
sylvania State University 
climate scientist Michael 
Mann, who wasn't part of 


the study, said in an email. 
"We need fundamental 
structural change." 

If the world could keep up 
annual emission cuts like this 
without a pandemic for a 
couple decades, there's a 
decent chance Earth can 
avoid warming another 
1.8 degrees (1 degree Cel- 
sius) of warming from now, 
study authors said. But get- 
ting the type of yearly cuts 
to reach that international 
goal is unlikely, they said. 
If next year returns to 2019 
pollution levels, it means 
the world has only bought 
about a year's delay in 
hitting the extra 1.8 de- 


Google backs off on Al for oM and gas extraction

Google says it will no lon- 
ger build custom artifi- 
cial intelligence tools for 
speeding up oil and gas 
extraction, separating it- 
self from cloud computing 
rivals Microsoft and Ama- 
zon. The announcement 
followed a Greenpeace 
report Tuesday that docu- 
ments how the three tech 
giants are using Al and 
computing power to help 
oil companies find and 
access oil and gas depos- 
its in the U.S. and around 
the world. The environ- 
mentalist group says Ama- 
zon, Microsoft and Google 


have been undermining 
their own climate change 
pledges by partnering 


with major oil companies 
including Shell, BP, Chev- 
ron and ExxonMobil that 


have looked for new tech- 
nology to get more oil and 
gas out of the ground. 

But the group applauded 
Google on Tuesday for 
taking a step away from 
thosedeals. "WhileGoogle 
still has a few legacy con- 
tracts with oil and gas firms, 
we welcome this indica- 
tion from Google that it 
will no longer build custom 
solutions for upstream oil 
and gas extraction," said 
Elizabeth Jardim, senior 
corporate campaigner for 
Greenpeace USA. Google 
said it will honor all existing 
contracts with its custom- 
ers, but didn't specify what 
companies. □

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U.N. agency warns pandemic could kill 1 in 8 museums worldwide

BRUSSELS (AP) — Museums 
are starting to reopen in 
some countries as govern- 
ments ease coronavirus re- 
strictions, but experts warn 
one in eight worldwide 
could face permanent clo- 
sure due to the pandemic. 
Studies by UNESCO ond 
the Internotional Council of 
Museums show 90% of the 
planet’s museums, some 
85,000 institutions, hove 
had to shut at leost tempo- 
rarily. 

"It is alarming data that we 
are giving," Ernesto Ottone, 
Assistant Director General 
for Culture at UNESCO said 
in an interview with the As- 
sociated Press Tuesday. 

He said the problem cuts 
ocross the board, offect- 
ing museums big ond smoll, 
new and established, fea- 
turing art or science. 
Museums that indicated 
they might well not reopen, 
he said, "have been closed 
for months and they have 
no revenues. And they 
don't know how they're go- 
ing to get their revenues." 
And once they do reopen, 
Ottone said, "they (wan't) 
have the capacity tc up- 
date their infrastructure" 
to conform with social dis- 
tancing and other pan- 
demic precautions. 

Some costly blockbuster 
shows have suffered heavy 
damage this spring. A 
once-in-a-lifetime exhibit 
bringing together fragile 
paintings by Flemish master 
Jan van Eyck had barely 
cpened in Ghent, Belgium, 
when it was abruptly can- 
celed.

"And we don't know 
exactly how long it will last 
and when we will recuper-

Places like the Stedelijk and 
Rijksmuseum in Amsterdam, 
or the Kunsthistorisches in 
Vienna, could lose up to 
2.5 million euros ($2.75 mil- 
lion) a month. 

Ottone said matters were 
particularly tough in Latin 
America, "where 99.4% of 
all museums are closed 
right now." 

"So you have a continent 
that doesn’t have anything 
open," Ottone said. "It's the 
first time in aur history and 
it will be very difficult to 
come out from this crisis for 
those institutions." 

It is little wonder that roy- 
alty and prime ministers are 


now lining up to boost their 
cultural institutions. 

"We have to show our sup- 
port at the maximum level 
to this sector by coming 
here, to show that they are 
open again and that peo- 
ple can come back here 
in complete safety, but 
also by taking measures 
and decisions ... to support 
them," Belgian Prime Minis- 
ter Sophie Wilmes said Tues- 
day, touring the re-opened 
Bozar Center for Fine Arts 
in Brussels. King Philippe of 
Belgium and Queen Mathil- 
de visited the nearby Royal 
Museums of Fine Arts, wear- 
ing protective masks.

small population slze, llmited opportunities to diversi- 
fy their economies, inability to achieve economies of 
scaie in production, and weak institutionai capacity. 
The unprecedented COVID-19 virus has drastically 
affected the livelihood of many famiiies and busi- 
nesses on the island, resulting in many peopie won- 
dering how we are going to pick up the pieces again 
and overcome, whiie saiuting the “new normai”. 

Aruba is known for being a resilient island and com- 
munity, but this time it is going to require more than 
good will, hopes, and dreams to restore the economy 
and to ensure employment again for people. Many 
discussions have been occurring on the big need 
for economic diversification and the use of innova- 
tion to accomplish that.

Globally, Science, Tech- 
nology and Innovation 
(STI) are known key drivers 
of economic and social 
development. The experi- 
ence of successful devel- 
oping countries shows that 
STI policies (that are well in- 


tegrated into national de- 
velopment strategies and 
combined with institutional 
and organizational chang- 
es) can help raise produc- 
tivity, improve firm com- 
petitiveness, support faster 
growth and create jobs. 



To achieve this, policies need to address 
the specific features of innovation in de- 
veloping countries, such as; the weight 
of traditional sectors in the economy, the 
importance of incremental and adaptive 
innovation, the need to identify, acquire 
and adapt foreign innovations, the partic- 
ular role of foreign direct investment (FDI), 
the limited access of firms to skilled workers 
and to capital, weak technology-related 
infrastructure, and finally, the inadequate 
intellectual property rights (IPR) regimes 
(UNCTAD, 2020). STI should be viewed as 
a complement to already existing eco- 
nomic and environmental activities, rather 
than a substitute, and small island devel- 


oping states would be best served focus- 
ing on areas which allow them to have a 
competitive edge, and in sectors (econo- 
mies) which will help to address some of 
their more urgent challenges (Richardson, 
2019). 

The Four STI Friendly Economies 

1. Agriculture 

Recently, a major area of focus has been 
on the agricultural sector, which remains a 
growth industry for small island states de- 
spite competition from larger countries in 
the region.

Besides its grown popularity, the 
bio economy is still viable and re- 
quires new innovations in science 
and technology to progress the 
sector into becoming more sus- 
tainable and economically worth- 
while. Along this discussion, other 
possibilities have been emerging, 
such as developing a cannabis 
economy. According to U.S. Sena- 
tor Martin Heinrich (2018) trom the 
Joint Economic Committee De- 
marcates; “the growth of the can- 
nabis economy presents opportu- 
nities for greater job creation, more 
tax revenue, and better patient 
care” (p.5). This discussion is still on- 
going locally with the community 
split in two, for and against. Many 
of the fears revolve around the 
social implications this could bring 
alongside the already unfavorable 
social landscape of the island. 
Additionally, there is potential to 
establish a medical sector (bio- 
chemistry) which utilizes the tra- 
ditional knowledge of the unique 
flora and fauna of island states to 
develop new medicines that can 
address non-communicable dis- 
eases and other public health con- 
cerns. 

2. Green (and Blue) Economy 
Another emerging sector in the 
Caribbean is the green and blue 
economies. Green technologies 
can serve the dual purpose of cre- 
ating new innovative technolo- 
gies to add to the trade capacity 
of small island states, and improve 
their ability to address environmen- 
tal challenges both on land and 
beneath water. Developing green 
technologies for climate action, 
disaster risk reduction, the “blue 
economy,” and renewable ener- 
gy are particularly important. The 
blue economy is a concept and 
economic model that balances 
economic development with eq- 
uity and environmental protec- 
tion, and one that uses marine 
resources to meet current needs 
without compromising the ability 
of future generations to meet their 
own. According to Dr. Cyrus Rus- 
tomjee (2018) from the IPS News 
Agency the “global blue econo- 



my, through fisheries, aquaculture, 
coastal and marine tourism, ports, 
shipping, marine renewable ener- 
gy and many other activities, gen- 
erates global value added of over 
USD1.5 trillion, a figure that is pro- 
jected to double by 2030”. Though 
the green technology sector is 
very promising in most small island 
states, recent discussions within 
the international field have shown 
promise and many island states do 
have the resources to develop this 
sector successfully. 

Seemingly, the United Nations, es- 
pecially the SDG Action 7813, also 
expresses that “coastal communi- 
ties, such as Aruba, have valuable 
ecosystems which support lucra- 
tive fisheries, tourism and marine 
biodiversity. The effective use of 
this natural resource will require 
the development of STI policy sys- 
tems and governance to maximize 
their economic potential through 
the concept of blue economy” 
(2014). Recently, Mr. Elvis Tjin-Asjoe 
(Deputy on Bonaire) announced 
that “with the Blue Destination 
concept, Bonaire sets course for 
the development of a Blue Econ- 
omy on the island. As part of the 
Administrative Agreement (“Bestu- 
ursakkoord”) between Bonaire 
and the Kingdom government in 
The Hague, the knowledge and fi- 
nancial resources needed to bring 
about a Blue Economy develop- 
ment will be made available. This 


places Bonaire in a strong position 
to become the front runner in the 
Garibbean region". 

3. Knowledge Economy 
A third sector is the knowledge 
economy, which has promise for 
small island developing states be- 
cause its development does not 
require large populations, large 
amounts of land for production, 
or proximity to other economic 
hubs—factors which often work 
against small island developing 
states. However, developing a 
knowledge economy will require 
significant commitments. The World 
Bank has identified four pillars for 
the development of a knowledge 
economy, and most small island 
nations will have to make substan- 
tial investments in along all the pil- 
lars: 

“1. An economic and institutional 
regime that provides incentives 
for the efficient use of existing and 
new knowledge and the flourishing 
of entrepreneurship. 

2. An educated and skilled popu- 
lation that can create, share, and 
use knowledge well. 

3. An efficient innovation system 
of firms, research centers, universi- 
ties, think-tanks, consultants, and 
other organizations who can tap 
into the growing stock of global 
knowledge, assimilate and adapt 
it to local needs, and create new 
technology. 

4. Information and Communica- 
tion Technologies (ICT) that can fa- 
cilitate the effective communica- 
tion, dissemination, and processing 
of information”. 

This should not be limiting though, 
as there are similar challenges 
and commitments associated with 
transitioning to any new industry, 
as evidenced by investment in 
tourism intensive sectors. Given the 
uphill path in building a knowledge 
economy, the protection of intel- 
lectual property rights (IPR) of any 
new innovations is critically impor- 
tant. If there are measures includ- 
ed in the global approach to STI 
that allow newcomers to earn rev- 
enue from their intellectual proper- 
ty and ensure ownership, then the 


financial rewards are more likely to 
remain in the island states. 

4. Creative Industry 
A final sector with great potential 
for innovation and which works 
hand in hand with the knowledge 
economy is the creative indus- 
try. Investing in cultural and cre- 
ative content exchange, music, 
and other arts (photography, lit- 
erature, publishing, gastronomy, 
graphic design etc.) can be a 
source of revenue for small island 
developing states, which can be 
used to address their many unique 
challenges. The unique cultures 
of many small island developing 
states can also be preserved and 
strengthened through national in- 
vestment in the arts. 

Moving Forward 

The groundwork in many contexts 
has already been laid, as many 
small island governments and lo- 
cal entrepreneurs have somewhat 
already been involved in STI, the 
digital sector, e-commerce, and 
the knowledge economy. For 
countries where this has yet to oc- 
cur or is still limited, such as Aruba, 
investment and incorporation of STI 
should happen gradually and in a 
sustainable manner. Many SIDS are 
well-positioned to navigate the 
challenges they face if they are 
equipped with the appropriate 
tools (capacity building). Aruba 
should aim to create the appro- 
priate infrastructure that encom- 
passes all requirements mentioned 
previously for successful STI devel- 
opment. In the end, investment 
without a proper foundation will 
crumble. □ 
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
